Claims 5-9 are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .75(c) as being in improper form 
because a multiple dependent claim cannot depend from any other multiple dependent 
claim. See MPEP § 608.01 (n). Accordingly, the claims have not been further treated 
on the merits. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

Claim 1 is allowable over the prior art of record. The prior art fails to teach or 
suggest a composition comprising FCC catalyst particles and additive particles 
containing the specifically claimed components. The closest prior art of record appears 
to be WO 01/12570, but this reference fails to provide any suggestion or motivation for 
the addition of Y-type zeolite to the additive particles that make up a portion of the 
composition. 

Claims 2-4 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the objections set forth 
hereinabove.
